WASHINGTON, July 31—(UP)—President Truman Wednesday 
signed legislation jumping the market price of silver from 71.11 to 
90.5 cents an ounce and authorizing the Treasury to resume sales to

July 3 for 6,000 copy ballots and 
later delivered a sample form to 
the printers. 

The detectives said Marshall 
paid for the ballots with his el 
sqnal checks. Britt and McCallum 
said that Marshall now denies any

WASHINGTON—On President Truman’s desk 
is a bill awaiting his signature which may give 
are “ to two Georgians chairmanships of the two most 
important committees of the future—the National Defense Com- 
mittees of each House. 
The Naval and Military Affairs Committees will be combined 
into one for each branch of the Congress. 


The bill, which reduces the standing committees of the House 
from 48 to 19 and those of the Senate from 33 to 16, will be signed 
this week. 

Seniority will determine the chairmanships. 

On this basis Carl Vinson, of Georgia, will head the new com- 
mittee in the House. Now Chairman of the powerful Naval Affairs 
Committee, Vinson would rule over the entire National Defense 
Committee in the House. ‘ 

Congressman May, of Kentucky, is now Chairman of the House 
Military Affairs Committee. He presently is being undressed 
politically and otherwise as the investigating committees reveal his 
unsavory connections with one of the war contractor empires of 
the recent war. He will be unseated from his chairmanship even 
=e he persuaded his constituents to return him. Vinson has 
seniority. 


Senate Sen. Richard B. Russell, of Winder, Ga., has an ex- 
cellent chance to become the Senate Chairman of the 
National Defense Committee. 

He now is third in seniority on the Naval Affairs and Chairman 
of the Immigration Committee. Ahead of him on the naval group 
are David I. Walsh, of Massachusetts, and Millard Tydings, of 
Maryland. 

Sen. Walsh has a terrific fight in November with a Republican 
opponent, Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr. The political observers in the 
Bay State believe Lodge has the better chance to ‘win, 

The reorganization bill applies to the next Congress. Sen. 
Tydings will then have to decide whether to give up the chair- 
manship of the Territories and Insular Affairs Committees, one 
which he likes very much, or take the chairmanship of the com- 
bined Defense Committee, including both Army and Naval Af- 
fairs.

This Preacher Went 
To Snakes Too Often 


The little news item from Abingdon, Va., said 
Charles Harrison Haley, 37-year-old snake-han- 
dling preacher, died Monday from rattlesnake 
wife said, while he was handling snakes at Sun- 
day services before his religious cult among mountaineers at Glade 
Springs, Va. 

He is not the first to die as the result of rattlesnake poisoning 
while handling the snakes as a religious demonstration. Most fa- 
talities of the kind seem, however, to be of members of the congre- 
gation, instead of the preachers. 


Of all the strange antics performed in the name of Meligion, these 
snake-handlers are about the zaniest in modern times. The idea, it 
is understood, is to prove their faith in the God they worship is so 
strong that even rattlesnakes are powerless to harm them. They 
bring some of the snakes into the church in a closed basket and, at 
the height of their religious frenzy, permit the snakes to bite them, 
usually on the arm. 


Then, if they don’t die, if they recover from the bite, they pro- 
claim that fact as proof of the power of their faith. 


Some, though, do die, And, although the deluded, ignorant souls 
may not know it, those who survive never fully recover. Medical 
science says no one ever fully recovers from-a rattlesnake bite. The 
venom leaves ill effects in the blood which will, in the average case, 


shorten the victim’s life by 10 years or more. 

: This preacher who died puzzles me a trifle, how- 
No Immunity ever. I'll have to ask some authority about the 
case. For he was 37 years old and presumably was not a novice. I 
mean, it is probable this was not the first time he’d been bitten. 
And you’d think, in the course of regular absorption of the venom 
he would become more or less immune to immediate ill effects. Of 
course, the venom would always be affecting his general health and 
perhaps it was the accumulation which caused his death. 


. But we usually believe, don’t we, that repeated doses of any 
poison which doesn’t kill will tend to immunize the system against 
that poison? 

There are other circumstances, though, besides the immunity, or 
not, of the bitten, that have direct bearing upon the virulence of a 
rattlesnake bite. They are by no means always fatal, even in cases 
where religion has nothing to do with the circumstances. 


: In the first place, the age and size of the snake 
Size of Snake have something to do with it. Naturally, a little 
baby snake, only partially grown, will not secrete so much venom 
in its poison sacs as an older, fuller grown, big snake. 


Secondly, even the biggest snake does not have an inexhaustible 
supply of venom. After it has bitten and discharged venom, it takes 
a little while for it to replenish the amount in the storage sacs. Thus, 
if you happen to be bitten immediately after the snake has bitten 
several times before, you won’t get much venom and, while you'll 
suffer for a few days and it won't do you any good in the long run, 
you'll probably recover from the bite. 

That is one of the reasons why death from a rattlesnake bite at 
one of these cult services is unusual. The “believers” usually tease 
the snakes, making them bite at the basket, a stick or other object, 
claiming they do this to show the active condition of the snake. As 
a matter of fact, by this means the poison sacs are so emptied there 
isn’t much left when the fanatic at last permits the snake to sink its 


» fangs in his arm. 


There is one snake found in this country 


No Coral Snakes with a bite always fatal. There is no anti- 
toxin for the bite of-a coral snake. Always it is fatal. 

You never read of anyone, for any reason, religious or otherwise, 
deliberately permitting a coral.snake to bite them. 

The rattlesnake poison dffects the blood and is therefore subject 
to tréatment, if caught quickly enough. 

The poison of the coral snake affects the nervous system, par- 
alyzing it, thus bringing almost immedi death. 

The coral is a small snake, usually less than-a foot in length. Its 
coloring is, perhaps, the most beautiful and brilliant of any. It looks 
like a gorgeously tinted, largish worm. It is found chiefly in Texas 
and Florida. : : 

If you see one, don’t be fooled by its size or prettiness. And see

And the Budget

In any event, 
the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Budget Director should work 
in close co-operation. 

The pressure, both directly 
from the White House and from 
Secretary of the Treasury John 
Snyder, will be to balance the 
budget. It may go beyond that. 
The President and Mr. Snyder 
would like to whittle down the 
Federal debt. Neither favors bal- 
ancing the budget and whittling 
down the debt without regard to 
more important considerations, 
such as a war or a dépression. But 
both believe that in good times 
the budget should be balanced and 
that it would be prudent also to 
cut down the Federal — debt, 
against the possibility of bad 
times or another international 
problem, requiring large expendi- 
tures, some time in the future. 

Anybody could produce a budget 
surplus this year, and probably 
next, by cutting arbitrarily the ex- 
penditures for our armed forces. 
In fact, this is the only area in 


| which really large savings can be 


made, The temptation on the part 
of the economy hounds during the 
next several years will be to save 
money by reducing the size of the 
Air Forces, Navy and Army. But 
to do this, without reference to the 
general world situation, would not 
be economy at all.* It would be 
sheer recklessness. 

It should be possible to reduce 
somewhat the costs of maintaining 
the armed forces. But when any- 
one begins talking about a heavy 
slash in this area, you may be sure 
that he is thinking about some- 
thing else than. the safety of the 
people of the United States. He is 
thinking about money in his own 
pocket now, through a possible re- 
duction in taxes, instead of about 
the life and welfare of his chil- 
dren, or even his own life and wel- 
fare, unless he is very old. 

Apart from the armed forces, 
there are no big economies which 
can be made in the cost of the 


Federal Government in the visible 


future. 


The big problem in putting the 


Federal budget in the black and 
producing a surplus is not, how- 
ever, on the side of expenditures. 
It is on the side of income. 

The answer lies in the readiness 
of the Administration to recom- 
mend and of Congress to main- 
tain sufficiently high ° taxation. 
This means taxation at least as 
high, on the average, as we have 
now—perhaps higher. Talk of im- 
portant tax reduction is dema- 
goguery if the American people 
want to put the budget in the 
black and whittle down the na- 
tional debt and unless they are 
willing to gamble with their lives 
and civilization by scuttling the 
armed forces, as they did after 
the first World War.

Who Is the Real 
Willie Underwood? 


There’s still a myster. about Willie Under 
wood. And, until it is settled, the State Demo 
cratic Executive Committee will hold onto the 

$350 in cash which it received with instructions to qualify Under- 
wood for the race for Commissioner of Agriculture. 


It was shortly before the entries closed that the name of Willie 
Underwood was turned over to Miss Grace Cannington, Committee 


Secretary, for entering into the Agricultural Commissioner's race. 
A black-haired young man, who said he was a messenger, obtained 
some entry blanks from Miss Cannington one day. Then, while 
newsmen waited for last-minute entries, this same young man came 
to Miss Cannington’s office and left a sealed envelope with her. 
She opened it. It contained $350 in cash and a certificate signed 
“Willie Underwood.” 


As newsmen began writing down Underwood’s name as a can- 
didate, Miss Cannington suspected there might be a political “nigger 
in the woodpile,” and she announced she could not consider this 
as an entry until it was checked with Underwood himself. She 
telephoned the residence of W. E. Underwood, an East Point me- 
chanic. He was not home. But Mrs. Underwood said she doubted 
that her husband would make a State political race. Miss Can- 
nington, unable to find Underwood, talked with his employers— 
and they said they doubted that this was the man making a political 
race. So Miss Cannington did not list Underwood as an entry. 
The newspapers carried a story about the mysterious would-be 
candidate. ; 


: : Then Miss Cannington’s phone rang. The. 
Signatures Studied voice said he was Underwood and in- 
sisted he was qualified as a candidate. The Secretary asked him 
to come to her office and verify the signature on the certificate, 
But the man couldn’t get off from work long enough to do this, 


Finally Underwood signed a note to Chairman J. Lon Dutk- 
worth certifying the signature on the entry blank was his own, 
and asking that he be listed as a candidate. 


Duckworth had the two signatures cdértpared. He said they were 
NOT the same. 


So Duckworth wrote Underwood. He told the man he could not 
certify him as a candidate.. But, Duckworth added, if Underwood 
would see the Committee Secretary and duplicate the signature on 
the certificate—‘“or bring with you the person who can duplicate 
this signature’—the party would refund the $350. Nothing was 
heard from Underwood. The race for Commissioner of Agriculture 

roceeded between Incumbent Tom Linder and Candidate Jim 


anning. Linder won. 
Underwood telephoned. He wanted his 
Underwood Appears money back. He again was toid to 
either duplicate the signature—‘‘or bring the person who can.” 
Underwood himself visited the Committee Secretary. He signed 
his name and asked for the money. -He was told it would be sent 
him when the signatures were compared by experts. 


The signatures were compared. The one signed by Underwood 
before the Committee Secretary was identical with the one signed 
by W. E. Underwood when he registered to vote with the Fulton 
County Registrar—but, Committee officials said, it was NOT the 
same as the one signed on the certificate to run for Commissioner 
of Agriculture. : | 

So that is where the mystery. stands today. 


Party officials are holding the money until “the man who 
signed the certificate comes here and signs for it’—and they say 
W. E. Underwood has failed to prove that he is the person who 
signed that entry blank. 


(Yesterday we telephoned W. E. Underwood’s home in East 
Point. He was not in. His wife said: “Yes, my husband did 
enter the race for Commissioner of Agriculture, but he withdrew.”) 


Party officials have some ideas about the mystery which they 
decline to discuss publicly. 


While party officials still may be having trouble properly iden- 
tifying Willie Underwood, and while W. E. Underwood said he was 
withdrawing from the race, many Georgians must have known 
something of him—if they cast an intelligent ballot. Because Un- 
derwood’s name appeared on ballots printed by some counties bDe- 
fore it was decided not to list him as a capdidate—and Underwood 
received 988 votes in the July 17 Democratic Primary.

NEW YORK—tThe disclosure that Murray Garsson at one time had 
full charge of the investigation of immigration frauds with power to 
Shake down aliens, including moving picture actors from other coun- 
tries, and blackmail Hollywood producers, directs attention to the 
opportunity for extortion and discrimination in the selection of immi- 
grants and visitors now and in the last 10 years: 


During the war, the State De- 
partment and the House Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs conspired 
to keep secret the number of 
refugees who had been permitted 
to come here both as quota immi- 
grants and in the false guise of 
visitors. The practice lately has 
been to circumvent the law by a 
clever little trick having, in the 
memorable phrase of the late 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the color 
of legality, but not the character. 
If this trick was not invented for 
the special benefit of the wife of 
Earl.Browder, who had been or- 
dered deported to Russia, its ap- 
plication to her problem was the 
first notorious instance. She was 
allowed to go to Canada and the 
consular authorities were ordered 
to approve her request for re- 
entry as a quota case regardless 
of their objections. 


THE SECRECY gave rise to 
many rumors as to “hordes” of 
refugees. A few weeks ago, the 
Committee re§@ased from its confi- 
dential record a statement of 
Breckinridge Long, a New Dealer 
and an Assistant Secretary . of 
State, made to the Committee on 
Nov. 26. 1943. which noweshows 
that these rumors, although thcy 
were only conjecture, did not 
exaggerate. Mr. Long said that 
“in the period from 1938 to 1942 
@ total of over 307,000 visas of all 
kinds were granted to persons 
coming from enemy®#o. enemy oc- 
cupied territory” and that 580,000 
refugees were actually admitted 
between the “beginning of the 
Hitler regime” and the date of 
his statement. 

He said the State Department 
was bound “more or less” by the 
law in granting immigrant visas 
and explained how those who 
came on teniporary visas could be- 
come permanent immigrants un- 
der, the quotas of the countries 
they came from. “A number of 
them have gone to Canada, Mexi- 
co and Cuba,” he said, “and have 
applied for re-entry to the United 
States.”

GOP Attracts 
Independents

PRINCETON, N. J.—The Dem- 
ocratic Party has lost ground 


sharply since 1944 with the group 
of voters that controls the: balance 


of power in nafional elections— 
the independent voter. 
The proportion among these 


voters preferring the Democratic 
Party has dropped from 62 percent 
at the time of the 1944 elections 
to 51 percent today—a drop of 11 
percentage points. 

So far as today’s results go, an 
independent voter is a man who 
calls himself an independent when 
asked: 

“In politics, as of today, do 
you consider yourself a Ke- 
Publican, a Democrat, a Social- 
ist, or an Independent?’’ 

Forty percent call themselves 
Republicans, 39 percent call them- 
selves Democratic, and something 
less than 1 percent call themselves 
Socialist. 

This leaves 21 percent who say 
The 
group thus adds up to a powerful 
voting body which is the deciding 
factor’ in national elections. It 
totals about one voter in every 
five or roughly 10,000,000 among 
those who cast a ballot in the last 
presidential election. 

Independent voters were asked: 

“If a presidential election 
were being held today, which 
party would you vote for, the 
Democratic or the Republi-. 
cans?”

Grand Old Man 
Still Carries On 


RALEIGH—Josephus Daniels, that grand old 
: man of journalism and statecraft, today at 84 is 
a. still as bright and twinkling of eye, as quick of 

ly wit, as warm and understanding of heart, and as full of 
zest for living, as he ever was when as Woodrow Wilson's Secre- 
ped of the Navy he became the daddy of the modern American 
eet. 

When I saw him the other day, he was busily fixing up a little 
joke on his good friend, the distinguished former Governor, Max 
Gardner. He was pasting on a sheet of letter paper a headline 
from his Raleigh News and Observer saying: “Gardner Convicted: 
Gets 5 to 7 Years.” Under it he had written in the famed Daniels 
script which is not as illegible as popularly supposed: “Dear Max— 
I didn’t know you had ever been convicted. What was your crime’ 
If you had let me know I would have been glad to go on your bond.” 
It was, of course, some other Gardner. 


Every morning at 10 o’clock Mr. Daniels comes down to his 
big, airy office in the News and Observer building, and there at a 
big, desk with a cracked varnish top he writes the day’s leading 
editorials—in longhand that popular legend says only one of his 
aged printers can read, turns out his daily column of salty col- 
loquial humor called “Rhamkette Roaster,” which everybody in 
Eastern North Carolina knows he writes, and reads from 15 to 
20-odd newspapers, which by midmorning are adrift on the floor 
around him. The Secret of writing, he says, is to first read your- 
self full, and then write yourself dry. : 


. : The office, with its pictures, cartoons, 
Pictorial Panorama and framed front pages of newspapers 
recording great events which he witnessed or took part in, is a 
pictorial panorama of his career. The newest picture is a bright- 
colored, life-sized lithograph of President Truman, and the most 
prepossessing is a somewhat larger than life-size oil of Woodrow 
Wilson. But the one which perhaps gives Mr. Daniels as much 
pleasure as any other is a photo of him on the deck of a ship, 
his companion a tall, bronzed young man in a high collar and a 
flashing smile—Franklin Delano Roosevelt, his Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, at the age of 32. 

The pictures of Mr. Daniels himself of 25 or 30 years ago look 
remarkably like the man himself today. The dark suit, comfort- 
ably loose, the high shoes with hooks in them, and the stiff- 
bosomed pleated white shirt with the wide collar and drooping black 
bow tie are still the same. 

After his morning at the office, Mr. Daniels goes home to his 
big, rambling stone house on the edge of town, where crepe myrtle, 

ines, maple and water oaks grow in haphazard profusion along a 
ong graveled driveway and from small sunny openings of green 
lawn. There he eats with relish, and his own teeth, an amazing 
quantity of corn on the cob, squash, carrots, green beans and what 
not, all grown on his own place, and tilled, he claims, by himseif 
from 5 to 5:30 every morning. Since he only makes this élaim to 
persons whom he knows never rise before 8:30 thete are no wit- 
nesses to this agrarian enterprise. 

After a short afternoon ig thos nap, along with a cane, and 
dry toast instead of hot corn bread for dinner, are the only’ con- 
cessions he makes to the advancing years—he rises to work on his 
books until midnight. 

He has just completed the third book of a massive trilogy in 
which he turns the light of a warmly understanding liberal mind 
upon the history of his State and nation for the past 60-odd years. 
This one, called “The Wilson Era—Years of War and After,” tells 
the story of the exciting years from 1917 to 1923 in prose as fresh 
and racing as the news in this morning’s paper. It also. gives per- 
haps the most intimate and understanding picture yet presented of 
the Wilson whom many consider enigmatic, but in whom Daniels 
“found nothing mysterious or mystic.” 


. A man who has lived as long as he has and 
He Is Afraid who has looked at life with such a balanced 
mind knows, of course, that there is little new under the sun. 
Knowing I was from Georgia, now so shamefully in the news, he 
read at length to me from one of his earlier books, “Tarheel 
Editor,” a chapter about the time when North Carolina herself 
was angled in the toils of racial troubles. That was 50 years ago, 
almost, and is now forgotten. But he sees in Georgia the seeds 
of the same bitter discord coming to flower, and he is, he says, 


afraid. 

Yet he remembers that out of North Carolina's bitterness and 
hatred between the races came a man who preached a new doc- 
trine. Gov. Charles Brantley Aycock took as his theme not racial 
animosity, but the need of education for black and white, farm and 
city folk alike. He united North Carolinians against a common 
enemy—ignorance. And from his administration dates the progress 
which placed North Carolina in the role of pace-setter for the South. 


He hopes that Georgia can some day find, and follow, that type 


of man. 

Mr. Daniels’ latest book, on which he is now working, is the 
story of his nine years as Ambassador to Mexico, a labor which, 
like the writing of his other books, will help him bear the lone 
liness he has felt since his wife, to whom he was married for half 


a century, died three years ago.

MONROE, July 31—While Sol. 
Gen. Marshall Pollock, of Geor- 
gia’s Western Circuit, in his first 
statement since the lynching of 
four Negroes last week, pleaded 
that the people of Walton County 
not be held guilty for “the brutal 
and wanton acts of a few,” re- 
wards for information on mem- 
bers of the lynching party jumped 
to $22,500. 

Pollock said he was making his 
statement because remarks al- 
legedly made by a leader of police 
investigators had conveyed “the 
“wrongful impressions” of the 
vast majority of the people of 
Walton County. 

Meanwhile, in New York, the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People of- 
fered rewards totaling $10,000 for 
information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the lynching 
almost matching 
the $10,500 posted by the State of 


Georgia. 


Pollock apparently was refer- 
ring to statements by Maj. W. E. 
Spence, Chief of the Georgia Bu- 
reau of Investigation, who told 
newsmen last week he was “un- 
able to cope with the situation” 
because “the good people in town 
are afraid to talk.” 

In one news release, Spence 
also was quoted as saying he was 
not getting co-operation from local 
authorities. 

POLLOCK’S STATEMENT 


Pollock’s! statement follows in 
full: 

“This office has made no state- 
ment since the regrettable occur- 
rence which took place in our 
County some days ago because we 
did not. consider it proper or 
necessary. However, certain ad- 
mitted misquotations of a leader 
of the investigation as to. the at- 
titude of the authorities and the 
people of Walton County now 
make such a statement desirable. 

“That leader has corrected the 
misquotation, but the people of 
Walton County feel the wrongful 
impressions conveyed to others in- 
terested in justice in many States 
has not been corrected. 

“To those who know the char- 
acter of the vast majority of the 
people of. Walton County, their 
fairness, their horror of the crime 
that had been committed, no ex- 
planation is necessary. 

“Their desire that the guilty be 
apprehended is certainly greater 
than that of people less directly 
affected. However, they are no 
more able to point out the guilty 
or assist authorities than those 
more remote from the scene of the 
crime. 


ASKED ASSISTANCE .. 


“Local law enforcement authori- 
ties are equally desirious of the 
arrest of the parties guilty of the 
crime. Their first action was to 
call in the FBI and the GBI for 
assistance in the _ investigation. 
They were manifestly unable to 
cope with the situation because 
they lacked the training and the 
facilities necessary. Their best ef-

Believed Found

KEY WEST, Fla., July 31—(P) 
Reports seeping through the 
Navy’s iron ring of official silence 
Wednesday indicated that an in- 
vestigating board had linked a 
cloth-bound hammer found at the 
bottom of the Key West harbor 
to the murder last Thursday of 
19-year- 
old sailor, of Nebo, N. C. 

Hobbs was stranged to death 
and his body jammed into a gun 
turret, but an autopsy showed su- 
perficial wounds on his head. 

The hammer, found beneath 
Hobbs’ ship, the U. S. Destroyer 
Stribling, was believed to have 
been the instrument used to inflict 
the wounds.

Andrews corroborated 
sertion with disclosure that evi- 
dence in “eight or ten important 
cases” allegedly involving Georgia 
tax-dodgers has been compiled by 
his office and soon will be pre- 
sented to a Federal Grand Jury. 

In the past, only about one such 
case a year has been prosecuted 
by the Department of Justice in 
Georgia. 

Names of suspected violators are 
withheld prior to actual indict- 
ment by the Federal Grand Jury, 
but the District Attorney said at 
least one of. the cases on which he 
is working involves “hundreds of 
thousands of dollars” allegedly 
swindled from Uncle Sam by a 
well-known Atlanta industrialist.

ORDER BY MAIL FROM HIRSCH’S 
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GOP, in Case of Georgia Races, 
Defunct Duck, Declares

The Republican Party, which is 
considering running a candidate 
for Governor in the November 
general election, is legally dead in 
so far as State races are concerned, 
Secretary of State Ben W. Fortson, 
Jr.. has declared by implication. 

If the Republicans wish to run 
@® candidate for any State office, 
they will have to obtain signa- 
tures of five percent of the voters 
-_the same as any other “indepen- 
dent” candidate does, the Fortson 
statement indicated. 

The Secretary of State, in his 
remarks yesterday, did hot men- 
tion the Republican Party or its 
hopes of taking advantage of a 
split in Democratic ranks in Geor- 
Zia this year. 

He was discussing the deadline 
for candidates to be certified for 
the general election, and observ- 
ing that no candidate—Democratic 
or otherwise—has yet been certi- 
fied to his office for the general 
election ballot. 

LAW OF 1943 

As he said that Aug. 6 is the 
final date for placing candidates 
on the general election ballot, 
Fortson remarked: 

“] would like to call attention 
of all parties and candidates to 
the law passed in 1943 relating 
to placing of parties and candi- 
dates on the general election bal- 
lot. This amendment reads as fol- 
lows 

“Provided. further, that such 
candidates shall also file a peti- 
tion for that purpose signed by 
not less than five percent of the 
registered voters in that territory, 
or that such political party shall 
have cast not less than five per- 
cent of the votes in the last gen- 
eral election next preceding for 
the election of such officers.” 

Fortson was asked how many 
political parties in Georgia polled 
sufficient votes in the last State 
election to be exempt from ob- 
taining a petition by five percent 
of the voters. 

DEMOCRATS ONLY EXEMPT — 

“Only one party, the Democratic 
Party.” the Secretary of State re- 
plied. “This the only party 
that had a siate of officers on the 
general election ticket in the last 

ubernatorial and Statehouse elec- 
Sion in 1942.”

CONFERENCE SOON 

“We @Will have a conference of 
party leaders in Atlanta within 
the next few days,”’ Spitler said. 
“We probably will have a state 
ment to make after this meeting.” 

Rov. Foster, Mayor of Wadley 
and Chairman of this Republican 
group. is being mentioned as the 
probable Republican nominee for 
Governor if a race is to be made. 

While the Secretary of State's 
©pinon has raised a question of 
the status of the Republican Party 
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in Statehouse races, the party still 


is eligible to nominate presidential 
electors on the general election 
ballot without presenting petitions 
signed by 5 percent of the regis- 
tered voters. That is because the 
GOP polled 52,000 votes in Geor- 
gia in the presidential election in 
1944. 


ELIGIBLE ON ELECTORS 


The Secretary of State said the 
Republican Party as well as the 
Democratic Party is eligible to 
participate in the general election 
to choose presidential. electors, 
without obtaining petitions. 

The 5 percent law was enacted 
in 1943 for the purpose of saving 


the State the expense of printing a | 
long ballot filled with would-be! 


officeholders who couldn’t poll 
enough to care for the expenses 
of an election. Its first effect was 
to knock off the ballot the Com- 
munist, the Socialist and the Pro- 
hibition Parties, as well as some 
perennial independent candidates, 

It is now reported that leaders 
of the Prohibition Party are con- 
sidering attacking the constitution- 
ality of the 5 percent law,

The clergyman is visiting Rus- 
sia as a member of a group tour- 
ing devastated areas. He preached 
in the Moscow Baptist Church 
shortly after arriving here 10 days 
ago. Since then, he has been 
studying the status of Protestant 
religions. 

Baptist leaders told him 1,500,- 
000 to 2,000,000 Baptists were in 
Russia as well as smaller numbers 


,of Methodists, Lutherans and other 


denominations.

Atlantan, Visiting F rance, 
Renews Old Friendships 


Interesting news of relatives and friends of Atlantans abroad 
is included in a letter received from Germaine (Mrs. Joe) Brown, 
who is visiting her former home in Chambery, France, after an 
absence of many years. Friends of Mr. and Mrs. Brown will recall 
that theirs was a romance of World War I, and until World War II 
made travel impossible, Mrs. Brown made frequent trips to France 


to visit her family. Now on her first trip in many years, she 
writes as follows. ; 
“After a week in Paris in delightfully cool weather, I came 
down here, my old home town, Chambery. In Paris I saw several 
people who are relatives or friends of Atlantans. I went to see 
Madame Groleau, mother of Mlle. Madaleine Groleau, who teaches 
French at Washington Seminary. Madame Robert Refoule, of 
Orieans, was in Paris and came to see me in my hotel. She is the 
mother of Paul Refoule, who married Peggy Alston. I was invited 
one evening to the home of‘ Andre Tchaikovsky, a cousin of?:Mrs. 
Hal Davison. I also saw her old friend, Miss Kitty Staritzky. 


“At the American Embassy I saw again Mrs. Keeler Faus, who 
was in Atlanta several years ago as the guest of Mr. and Mrs. 
Rudolph Kratina. 1 was invited for luncheon at the beautiful home 
of Mrs. Van Ophem, whois a friend of Mrs. Jack Pappenheimer. 
l also had the pleasure of seeing Mrs. H. H. MclIlhenny, the mother 
of Mrs. C. L. Schilling, of Atlanta. One evening I was the dinner 
guest at one of the famous Champs Elysee restaurants of Dr. and 
Mrs. James Sparks, who spent a’year in Atlanta at the Georgian 
Terrace in 1942 and who asked to be remembered to their many 
Atianta fnends. 

“Paris is still Paris, beautiful and enchanting, but it is far from 
being as gay as before. Life is.terribly expensive, black market 
is terrific, and there is much misery in the lower classes. You 
can get a very good meal for 125 francs, but this does not include 
meat and wine. If you eat at a black market restaurant on the 
Champs Elysee you can have meat, wine and real ‘sugar in real 
coffee, but it wil cost you_at least 1,000 francs. One hundred and 
twenty-five trancs now is about one dollar. The two most beautiful 
things I saw in Paris are these: First, on Sunday at St. Roch Church 
@ chorus of 1,200 little children (age 8 to 16) gave an audition 
of great religioys hymns of Bach, Mozart, Handel, each dressed 
in white hood and robes. They were children from France, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland, Canada and Holland, who are called ‘Les Petits 
Chanteurs a la Croix de Bois,’ and are known throughout the world. 
It was the most impressive thing I have seen. Second, a friend 
took me to the Orangerie des Tuileries to see a magnificent ex- 
position of French paintings which had been stolen by the Ger- 
mans from private homes and had just been brought back from 
Germany. After the exposition is over, the paintings will be re- 
“turned to their owners. You could see the most gorgeous master- 
pieces of Rubens, Fragonard, Velasquez, Renoir, Gainsborough, 
La-Tour, Van Dyck, and others. Things like this are why Paris 
is still Paris.” 

Mrs. Brown, who is at the Hotel Terminus in Chambery, wrote 
that on the boat taking her to France she sat at the dining table 
with Madame de St. Exupery, the widow of the famous writer;

Figure Fault 
Is Stomach 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Designers are in accord that the 
most common figure fault, and 
the one that defies all tricks of 
the dressmaker’s trade to disguise, 
is the stomach. It’s largely the 
fault of that old corrective, ‘‘Hold 
your stomach in.” The effect is 
“in,” but actually the pull is “up,”’ 
and. that’s the streamlining tech- 
nique. 

Once you get the hang of how 
the muscles work, it’s easy to get 
the “up” habit. Think of the ver- 
tical muscles that band the ab- 
dominal wall as a pair of rubber 
bands, attached _from stem to 
stern. To get the right picture, 
I’d better explain that there is a 
median line running in front from 
the soft spot in the throat, down 
the middle of the chest, and ab- 
domen to tHe base of the torso, 
and the muscles pattern out from 
this center, On either side of this 
line there is a strap-like muscle 
that is attached at the top to the 
ribcage near the wishbone, or 
breastbone, and fastened at the 
other extreme to the pubic bone, 
or front of the pelvis, 

All right, try pulling up with 
the wishbone. Start the up pull 
with the lower abdominal muscles 
and continue to the wishbone. The 
pull is centered through the mid- 


dle of the figure and it’s slimming. 


Now, out from this band of mus- 
cle, on each side of the median line, 
run other bands of muscle, hori- 
zontal and criss-cross. They are 
capable of pulling in, twisting and 
turning. Now it’s plain to be seen, 
the muscle pull must be up to 
keep the vertical muscles stretch- 
ed, and in to bring the side mus- 
cles into play. Also, that special 
exercise that makes use of the 
two movements, up and in, are 
streamlining, and a twist brings 
the criss-cross muscles into play 
and slims the waist. 

But even more important than 
exercise is the habit of pulling 
up. Get the habit and before long 
the muscles themselves take over 
the job of pulling up. Since you 
know where the muscle is attach- 
ed, you can understand it’s useless 
to elevate your shoulders. The 
pull must be at the wishbone, 
with shoulders relaxed. 

To put the elasticity back in 
the muscular girdle, do a couple 
of simple conditioners... 

Position: Sit on floor, legs wide 
apart, arms out at sides, shoulders 
relaxed. Pull up with lower ab- 
dominal muscles. 

Movement: Now add a _ twist, 
whirling at the waist and bending, 
touch fingers of right hand to out- 
stretched right toes. Keep pull 
slimmed throughout exercise, 
twelve counts. 

-Finish by sitting against the 
wall with small of back pressed 
snugly against the wall, by pulling 
up. That’s the correct way to sit 
and stand.
